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President’s Message 


the last number the Newsletter asked what clinical 
psychology can span the gulf between the diagnostic and 
therapeutic applications and the basic biological and social 
behavioral sciences which should underlie them. request for 
comments this topic happily has elicited number lively 
responses. While protecting the anonymity the correspond- 
ents, would like share with the entire membership few 
the most interesting points made, the hope that even more 
vigorous interchange will develop this important issue. 

One our most experienced colleagues, with clinical, educa- 
tional, and administrative experience wrote: “For years have 
tried emphasize own graduate students that while 
clinical practice highly desirable and necessary procedure, 
sound clinical practice should based upon the very best 
theoretical matrix that can established. really com- 
petent clinical psychologist must well-grounded ‘general, 
physiological, comparative, experimental, and quantitative psy- 
chology.’ think that this should begin the academic level 
and must carried forward through Division 12, and even 
further, through ABEPP. certainly would the first en- 
courage psychologists interact many fields 
circumstances and competency permit. the other hand, 
would not think necessary provide authoritarian methods 
for obtaining this interaction. Perhaps the extension and 
continued provision opportunity for ‘biologically-oriented 
courses’ (in the Post-Doctoral Institutes) just the sort 
thing that needed. Ultimately the number applicants 
such courses would increase becomes apparent that the 
professionally sound clinician one who has obtained proper 
orientation along these lines.”

Were able present behavioral 
phenomena orderly and well-described way, think 
could give neurophysiologists tremendous amount help 
knowing where look for new leads and what kinds behavior 
their findings will ultimately have explain.” 

Perhaps the liveliest and most incisive letter was the last which 
shall quote. contained many caveats and pointed out appar- 
ent flaws comments, though the writer did not disagree 
wholly with fundamental views. will quote few repre- 
sentative sentences: assuming that the gulf (between 
applied psychology and the basic biological and social behavioral 
sciences) ought spanned, and assuming that know 
something about the gulf, why especially encumbent upon 
clinical psychology undertake the voyage? Why 
not least the equal responsibility the basic sciences also 
attempt span the gulf? The accusation implicit your re- 
marks that clinical work scientifically blind; would 
well accuse the basic sciences being socially irresponsible. 
You hope that will all attempt put our practice 
‘sounder grounding.’ The question here is, sounder than what? 
The practice using the comparative form without specifying 
that from which the comparison made pernicious deriva- 
tive advertising argot (Pepsodent has more flavor). the 
grounding sounder than that psychiatry, medicine, 
education, social work, agriculture, merely sounder than 
now? meant the latter.—J.G.M.] the latter, does sounder- 
ness consist more ‘facts,’ better theories, more general laws, 
religious belief, what? Lastly, there the possibility 
that sin apposite premature application often committed 
the basic sciences. This might called premature research, 
research which ignores clinical experience. Such research 
results unsound facts, matter how elegant the research 
design, and then the clinician castigated for not applying these 
results his work. Clinicians have been saying for years, for 
example, that diagnostic labels are worse than worthless, yet 
‘basic research’ still being ground out ‘schizophrenics’.”

Activity since 1958: Applications far for both member and 
fellow status are less numerous than the past three four 
years. 1957-58, applicants requested Fellowship forms and 
requested forms for Associate status. these, com- 
pleted their application for Fellow, and 295 for Associate. 
Thirty-two Fellow candidates and 268 Associates were recom- 
mended the Membership and Executive Committees, but 
eight the Fellow nominations were not accepted the APA 
Membership Committee.

There now, and will continue for the foreseeable 
future, serious shortage psychologists available for mental 
health work. The acuteness the present shortage apparent 
each month the APA’s Employment Bulletin and the large 
number other vacancies which are not even listed but are 
known aii who have any relationship the local mental 
health picture. Dr. George Albee, who Director the Man- 
power Task Force the Joint Commission Mental and 
Health pointed out the recent Midwestern Conference 
Mental Health Manpower (proceedings published the Council 
State Governments, 1313 East 60th Street, Chicago 37, 
Illinois) that are, and will continue be, completely unable 
train enough doctoral-level persons meet the ever expand- 
ing needs for psychological services the mental health area. 
Indeed the recent Miami Conference Graduate Training 
Psychology has raised the question whether will able 
meet the coming need for trained college professors psy- 
chology. obvious that some new approach the manpower 
problem essential. 

has been suggested that the training psychologists the 
sub-doctoral (a-doctoral might less offensive) level would 
provide one solution these manpower demands. should 
clear that really, despite the Boulder Conference, there were still 
many psychologists trained below the doctoral level and they 
found ready employment without any demonstrable reduction 
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the overall effectiveness psychological services. essence 
the proposals train psychologists below the level the Ph.D. 
are nothing more than acceptance reality and ad- 
mission error judgment about the needs for psychologi- 
cal services. 

These subdoctoral psychologists now the field who are not 
now Division members well the many who will follow 
this course training will excluded from Division member- 
ship under the present Bylaws. This seems unfor- 
tunate well psychologically unrealistic. Unfortunate, 
these persons perform clinical psychologists the job and 
identify such other professionals and there little that 
can should done stop them. Indeed they are doing 
adequate professional job and are bound ethical standards 
this identification should encouraged. Unrealistic, 
chologists more than others should recognize the needs for 
identification and group membership. the Division fails 
provide the focus this identification, then the development 
another clinical division within the framework the APA 
will almost certainly occur within time. This would, all prob- 
ability, lead confusion, overlap, and administrative problems 
all types. 

addition the needs for professional identification, the 
Division should the logical place for these clinicians exer- 
cise their franchise, most important aspect divisional 
activity. The Division’s representatives Council presumably 
represent the viewpoint clinical psychology and subdoctoral 
clinicians should have voice the choice these representa- 
tives. Finally, and perhaps most importantly, the Division pro- 
vides, through its Newsletter, its convention program and its 
committee activities, continual leadership and training 
tion for the entire field clinical psychology. would most 
unfortunate substantial portion psychologists who 
tion clinicians were excluded from the activities the 
Division.

This means trivial problem one that 
can easily dismissed. deserves thorough study and 
encouraged note that has agreed undertake it. Although 
not this time have any beautiful solution sleeve 
offer, firmly convinced that cannot and should not 
ignore the situation these people, that should provide 
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them with connection with professional psychology that 
real, meaningful, and lasting. 

The second point has with the procedure nominating 
candidates for Fellow. this connection have something 
constructive offer. Granted that the criterion for Fellow status 
outstanding contribution, the present procedure would force 
aspiring psychologists the ultimate immodesty claiming for 
themselves that they have contributed. One might speculate 
that those people who apply under such would 
indeed outstanding, but not the direction intended. the 
other hand, one can readily sympathize with the larger divisions 
that prefer their members apply their own initiative be- 
cause the tremendous work which would involved the 
initiative rested elsewhere. One way out this dilemma might 
place the responsibility for initiating the procedure with 
the Fellows the division residing the various states, each 
state having its Committee Fellows whose specific function 
would review, say once year, the group division 
Members within their state and then designate which these 
individuals, any, should invited apply for transfer 
Fellow status. The details the plan shouldn’t too difficult 
work out.
